and a sufficient additional number to the state librarian, to en- 
able him to exchange with the other states of the Union, the 
residue shall be placed under the direction of the reporter for 
sale, upon his giving bond to the satisfaction of the governor, 
conditioned for his accounting and paying into the state treas- 
ury, annuallv, the proceeds of sale. That section four of the 
act to whicn this is an amendment, and all other and parts of 
acts conflicting herewith, are hereby repealed.

To eztend the time of payment to parchasen of School Leads In thie State. 

Eztendon of Sec. 1« Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
ment/**' ^^ ^f ^Aw, That the time of making payment by all purchasers, 
their heirs, assigns, or legal representatives of the Virginia 
Military School J^nd, and of school section sixteen, and of 
all lands substituted by Congress in lieu of section sixteen, 
throughout this state, of the respective instalments now due, 
or to oecome due thereon, before the first day of January, one 
thousand eight hundred ai^d forty five, be and the same is here- 
by extended until that time; provided that said purchaser, his 
heirs, assigns, or legal representatives, shall, annually, pay to 
the proper officer, as the law directs, the interest on the bal- 
ance of the purchase money remaining unpaid ; provided, also, 
that if any of the purchasers, their heirs, assigns, or legal rep- 
resentatives, shaU fail to pay the interest as required, all the 
benefits and privileges intended by this act to said purchasers, 
their heirs, assigns, or legal representatives, shall cease and 
determine. jf 

penaXy for de- Sec* 2. That if any purchaser, his or her heirs, aajj^^s or 
■troying timber, \Qg^\ representatives, shall sell or destroy any timber growing 
upon said land, or dispose of any stone, iron ore, coal or other 
mineral productions, except such as may be unavoidably de- 
stroyed in the ordinary mode of clearing wood lands, and for 
the necessary buildings and fences on said lands, and for their 
fuel, then all the privileges granted by this act shall cease. 

Sec. S. Nothmg in this act shall be so construed as to pre- 
vent the purchasers of school lands from paying the whole 
amount which he, she, or they may owe, with the interest 
thereon, at any time any instalment mav become due.

Daty of county Skc. 1. Beit enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
^'••"^rer. qJ QhiOj That the county treasurer of each county shall here- 

after attend at his office, at the seat of justice, until the twen- 
tieth of December, for the purpose of receiving taxes* 



Sec. 3. That if any person shall fail to pay the taxes puuity for ua- 
charged to him, her, or them, by the twentieth of December, uwtopay uim. 
next after the same becomes due, such person or persons may 
pay the same at any time before the treasurer shall distrain 
any property for the payment of suchitaxes, but may be 
charged with five per centum thereon for the use of the treas- 
urer. 

Sec 3. That the county treasurer shall not distrain any TTtmanx not to 
goods or chattels for the nonpayment of taxes, until after the ^'^JifSJ^ 
twentieth of December, next after such taxes become due. 

Sec 4. That all sales of lands, for delinquent taxes, shall saieiof 
hereaAer be made on the second Monday of January, and shall wbjntDbt 
in all things be governed by the laws now in force providing "* 
for the sale of land, wherer the taxes are not paid, except as to 
time; provided that this section shall not interfere with the 
sales of the year one thousand eight hundred and forty two, 
which sales shall be made in accordance with laws now in 
force. 

Sec. 6. That the county treasurer shall, annually, on or Tim* for Mttie* 
before the fifteenth day of January, make settlement with the »«»» of coimty 
auditor of his county, and, on the first Monday of February, ^'••■°'^» **• 
pay o^er to the treasurer of state all moneys by him received 
for state purposes, agreeably to the certificate of settlement 
with the auditor of his county, and take duplicate receipts for 
the money so paid, one of which he shall deposit with the au- 
ditor of state. 

Sec. 6. That if any county treasurer shalKail to make set- penalty for ne- 
tiement with the treasurer of state, within ten days of the time gioet,on the put 
\ herein prescribed, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hun- nr^^mat^ 

dred dollars, in addition to the penalties now provided by law, 
to be recovered in an action of debt in any court having com- 
petent jurisdiction, which forfeiture shall be paid into the state 
treasury to the credit of the common school fund; provided 
that the auditor of state may, for good cause shown, remit 
said penalty. 

Sec 7. That all acts and parts of acts, inconsistent with iupml 
this act, be and they are hereby repealed. 

Sec 8. The auditor of state shall forward a copy of this 
I act to each county treasurer and county auditor in the state, 

immediately after its passage.

Sec. !• " Be it enacted by the General Assembly of ike Slate 
of Ohio, That before any sheriff, constable, or other officer, 
shall hereafter proceed to sell any goods or chattels, upon any- 
writ of execution, issued in a civil case, order upon attach- 
ment or decree, such sheriff, constable, or other officer, if re- 
quired, two days before the day of sale, by the person against 
whom such execution, order, or decree, shall have been issued, 
his agent or attorney, shall summon an inquest of three re- 
spectable householders, residents of the county, and adminis- 
ter to them an oath or affirmation, impartially to appraise said 
goods and chattels, and the said householders shall proceed to 
make a schedule of the property so levied, which schedule 
they, or a majority of them, shall sign, and forthwith deliver 
to said officer; and such goods and chattels shall not be sold 
for less than two thirds the appraised val^ie thereof* 

Sec. 2. That each householder, acting as appraiser under 
this act, $hall be allowed and receive for his services at the 
rate of fifty cents per day, for the actual time which he may 
be required to perform the duty of appraiser as aforesaid, to 
be charged as costs, and collected upon the execution; provi- 
ded the same be indorsed upon their return of the apprais- 
ment, and not otherwise.

advantage, after sixty days public notice, any or all of the real 
estate or other assets of such banking institution, so far as may 
be necessarv to settle its liabilities, receiving therefor the bills

Sec 1 . Be it enacted by the Greneral Assembly of the State 
ofOhio^ That when any law shall authorize the sale of any 
lands, granted by congress for. ministerial or school purposes, 
or the surrender of any permanent leases thereto, said^ale or 
surrender shall be regulated by, and conducted according to 
the provisions of this act. 
Notification to Sec. 2.. In cases where there has been no vote taken for 
legal Toiers. the sale of any such land, the trustees of any original surveyed 
township, to which such lands may belong, shall, more than

lic places m such township, notifying the legal voters resident 
^thin such township, to meet at some convenient place and 
time therein specified, and there cast their ballots for or against 
the sale of any such lands, belonging to such township.

Wbersas, by an act of the general assembly, passed March 
nine, one thousand eight, hundred and thirty five, a company 
was incorporated, who were authorized to construct a rail- 
road from SandusKy City to Monroeville; and, b^ an amend- 
atory act, passed March twenty, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty one, they were authorized to extend said road, so 
as to connect the same with the Mansfield and New Haven 
railroad, and, under said charter, have constructed a railroad 
firom Sandusky City to Monroeville; and,- whereas, the said 
company have failed to pay the interest due on a loan of 
credit, received ty said company to aid in the construction 
of said road, under the provisions of " an act to authorize a 
loan of credit by the state of Ohio to railroad companies, and 
to authorize subscriptions by the state to the capital stock of 
turnpike, canal, and slackwater navigation companies,^' pass- 
ed March twenty four, one thousand eight hundred and thirty 
seven, amounting to thirty three thousand three hundred and 
thirty three dollars; and, whereas, also, the Little Miami 
railroad company, and, also, the Mad River and Lake Erie 
railroad company, have also failed to pay the interest due 
on certain loans of credit, received by them to aid in the 
construction of their respective railroads, under the authority 
of the same laws; therefore, to avoid further drains upon the 
treasury of the slate by said companies,

any part thereof, remain unpaid. The commandants, and ad-

a horse, saddle, martingal, bridle and valise, free from any ex- 
ecution or sale for debt, damages or taxes. 

That all persons, under the age of twenty one 
years, be and they are hereby exempt from the performance 
of militia duty in time of peace; provided, however, that the 
commandant of every company shall keep all such persons en- 
rolled, and return them in the aggregate strength of his com- 
pany. 

That all military commissions, heretofore issued, 
shall expire in seven years from the passage of this act; and 
all military commissions hereafter to be issued, except that of 
quartermaster general, shall expire in seven years from and 
after the day they shall respectively bear date.

irom the performance of any military duty, and from serving 
as a juror; and any person who snail have been an acting Additional ex- 
member of any such company, in any city or town, as afore- •°p*'****- 
said, and shall liave faithfully discharged his duties as such, for 
the term of five years, shall be forever, thereafter, exempted 
from the performance of military duty in the time of peace, 
from serving as a juror, and from the performance of labor on 
the highways.

To provide for the management and control of the Maumee and Western Reserre Road-

-Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Isaac S. Gardner and John Uickson, of Logan county, and I^wis Taylor, 
of Shelby county, be and they are hereby appointed commissiofiers to lay 
out and establish a free turnpike road from the town of Bellefontaine, in 
Logan county, through the town of Logansville, id Logan county, to the 
town of Port Jefferson, in Shelby county, which shall foe constructed, re- 
paired and preserved in the manner pointed out in this act. 

Sec 2. Thatsaid commissioners shall have power to appoint a superin- 
tendent,or superiotendents, ai^d soch other agents qs they may deem neces- 
sary to carry into efiect the provisions of this act; they shall keep a record 
of theii^ proceedings, and a majority shall be a quorum, and shall be compe- 
tent to exercise any of the powers herein granted. 

Sbc. 3. The commissioners shall meet in the town of Bellefontaine, in 
Logan countyf on the first Monday in April, one thousand eight hundred 
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and forty three, or at any time within one month thereafter, and organize 
by choosing one of their number president of said board; and they shall 
then take measures to view, locate and establish said road; and of all sacli 
locations, they shall cause true copies to be filed in the auditor's office of the 
proper county. 

Sec. .4* The commissioners shall have power to receive ^subscriptiona 
and donations, in money or property, real or personal, which shall be ap- 
plied to the construction of said road; they may make contracts for con- 
structing the same in a solid and durable manner, and at such places as will 
render the road most available for travel and transportation ; they sh^l also 
have power to purchase and procure all necessary implements and fixtures, 
to preserve said road in repair. 

. »Sec. 5. Xhe taxes levied for road purposes, on all property within two 
miles of the road, on each side thereof, shall be applied to the Gonstruction 
and repair of the same; and all persons owing such ta^es, who may wish to 
discharge the same in labor, shall apply juch labor under the direction of 
said commissioners, or their agent appointed for that purpose. 

Sec. 6. So much of the taxes, appropriated by this act, as shall be paid 
into the county treasury, shall be computed by the county auditor as accu- 
rately as may be« and paid over to said commissioners, or their agent; and 
all taxes, so computed by the county auditor, shall be expended on said road 
in ^e county where collected. 

Sec 7. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective coun- 
ties through which said road shall pass, in computing the portion of road 
tax that may have accrued within the afor^aid limits, on each side of said 
road, to embrace the whole of any tract of land, not exceeding one hundred 
and sixty acres, of which any part shall be within said limits; and for all 
duties j)erformed by them under this act, they shall be allowed the same 
fees allowed by law for similar services in other cases. 

Sec. 8. The commissioners shall have power to receive donatiotps of 
land, to aid in the construction of said road, and to convey the same in fee 
simple; they may take releases of the right of way; and they shall expend 
the xtionej in their hands, only on. such parts of the road, the location ot 
which shall have been permanently established*. . 

Sec 9. The said commissioners, and their successors, shall be a corpo-^ 
ration by the name of the ^^trusteesof the Bellefontaine, Logansville, and 
Port Jefferson road," for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
of this act; and it shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstructions to said 
road, or for injuries done to the same, or to bridges thereon; and the fines 
and damages collected on such prosecutions shall be for the benefit of said 
road, and shall be paid to said trustees. 

Sec. 1 0. The said trustees shall, annually, in the month of January, make 
a full settlement of all their receipts and expenditures under this act, and 
publish an account thereof in sooie newspaper on the line of said road, and 
also deposit a copy thereof in the auditor's office in each county through 
which the road may pass.

tofore appropriated to the construction of the BellefdntainC) Lima and Van- 
wert turnpike, passed February twenty six, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty two. 

S£c. 43. The supervisor of any road district, through which any part of 
said road may pass, shall be and he hereby is authorized to appropriate any 
portion of the two days' labor within his district, which he may deem expe- 
dient, to the construction, preservation, or repair of said road; provided al- 
ways, that such labor dhall be applied under the direction of said trustees or 
their agent. 

Sxc. 13* There shall be levied^ annually, for road purposes, a tax of 
two mills upon each dollar of the property entered on the duplicate for taxa- 
tion in the county of Shelby, and the commissioners of said county may in- 
crea^ the levy to three mills, when, in their opinion, the interest of the 
county may require it.

All claims for damages, arising out of the location of said road, 
riiall be settled jn the manner prescribed by the dot ^for opening and regd- 
lattng roads and highways;" and all damages, assessed for injury to prop- 
erty, shall be paid out of the county treasury, if,~ in the opinion of the coun- 
ty commissioners, the benefit resulting from the establishment of said road

earnings of said company during the same year, arising as well from pre- 
miums as from the income derived from investments, and the balance, if any, 
shall be deemed the net profits for such preceding year; which estimate 
shall be binding upon all persons entitled to receive certificates as hereinaf- 
ter mentioned; and the board of directors shall, thcreupo;), credit, on the 
books of said company, each ..person or firm who shall have paid any pre- 
mium to said company for insurance for their own account, or account of 
others, during the preceding year, with such a portion of the said net bal- 
ance (exclusive of fractional parts of ten dollars, as hereinafter mentioned,) 
as the amount of premiums paid by such person, or firm, during such year, 
and not returned, shall be of the whole amount of premiums received by 
said company during said year, less returned premiums, and shall issue to 
such person, or firm, a certificate declaring him or them their executors, 
administrators, or assigns, to be entitled to a portion of the funds of said 
company equal to the amount so credited to him or them, and also to the 
receipt of an interest not exceeding six per centum per annum; whjch cer- 
tificates shall contain a proviso that the amount named therein is liable for 
any future loss by said company. No person or firm shall be credited with 
or receive a certificate for a share of profits less than ten dollars; and if 
such shall exceed ten dollars, so much shall be deducted therefrom as will 
make it equal to the largest multiple of ten dollars contained therein; and 
all shares less than ten dollars, and the excess of other shares over multiples 
of ten dollars shall be passed to the contingent fund of said company; but 
no person shall receive a certificate unless he shall have paid his premiums 
agreeably to the directions of board of directors. Every person or firm 
holding certificates issued under this act, shall be entitled to one vote for 
every twenty dollars so held; and the certificates may be assigned and 
transferred on the books of the company, in person, or by power of at- 
torney only; but no stockholder, indebted to the company, shall be permit- 
ted to make a transfer or receive interest until such debt is paid, or secured 
to the satisfaction of the president and board of directors. In suits at law, 
or in equity, when the said insurance company is a party, the holders of 
certificates shall be competent as witnesses.

Sec* 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
the permanent lessees on section number twenty nine, granted for religious 
purposes, in the townships of Sycamore, Symmes and Columbia, in the 
county of Hamilton, and the permanent lessees on section number sixteen, 
in the township of Columbia, as aforesaid, be and they are hereby author- 
ized to surrender their leases and take deeds for the lots or tracts of land 
now held by them, respectively, at the valuation or last revaluation made 
and assessed under, the provisions o\ the act entitled ^an act to incorporate 
the original surveyed townships," passed March fourteenth, one thousaod 
eight hundred and thirty one; provided said leaseholders, their assignees 
or legal representatives, shall pay in sixteen equal instalments, with six 
per centum interest thereon, commencing on the day of the date of the 
surrender of such lease or leases, the respective amounts valued and

That if any purchaser of any lot or parcel of land, as afore* 
said, shall fall for one year to make payment of any instalment or interest, 
which may have become due and payable thereon, the county auditor, as 
aforesaid, shall proceed to sell such parcel or tract of land, with all im- 
provements thereon, at the court house in the city of Cincinnati, to the 
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hiffbest bidder^ after having given notice of tfie time and place of such 
gale, together with a description of the land, the amount due and to be- 
come due, in some newspaper of general circulation, printed in said coun- 
ty, which said notice shall be published at least forty days before the day 
of sale, and said notice shall receive four weekly insertions in said paper, 
the last of which shall be in the last weekly number of said paper, publisb- 
ed, before the day of sale; provided that no bid shall be received for a leas 
sum than the amount due to the state, including expenses of sale; and if

Sbg» 1 • Beit enacted bg the General Assembly of ike State of Ohio^ That 
80 much of the township of Circle ville^ in the county of Pickaway^ as is 
included in the following limits, viz: beginning at a point on the western 
bank of the Scioto river, directly west of the line between sections eigh* 
teen and nineteen, township eleven^ range twenty one; thence, runoiog 
due east, to the northeast corner of the northwest qunrter of section twen- 
ty; thence south, with the half section line, to the north line of sectien 
twenty nine; thence west, to the northwest corner of section twenty nipsf 
thence south, lo the southeast corner of tbe northeast quarter of secticn 
thirty; thence, a due west course, to the western bank of the Scioto ri^er; 
thence^ up said river, on the western bank thereof, to the place of begin^ 
ning» he and the same-is hereby erected into a town corporate, by the name 
and style of the town of CircleviUe; provided, that no portion of the ternr 
tory embraced within said limits, not now subject to pay corporation ttt^h 
shall be liable for the payment of such taxes, so long as tbe same shall t^ 
main unimproved,'or be used for ordinary farming purposes. 

8bc« 3. That the affairs of said town shall be managed by a town eooii* 
cil, consisting of a mayor, and not less than eight, nor more than twelve 
coancilmen, to be chosen as hereinafter provided ; which said town council 
^all be a body corporate and politic, with perpetual succession, to be known 
and distinguished by the name of the town of Circieville^ and shall be ca* 
paUa, itt wr, of acsqniring and reoeiviQg> holding aad oo&TeyiDgt any a^ 
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tale, real or personal, for the use of said town; may have a comiiion seal, 
and alter the same at their discretion; may sue and be sued, plead and be 
impleaded, answer and be answered, in any court of law or equity in this 
state; and when any suit shall be brought against said town, the first pro- 
cess shall be a summons, an attested copy of which shall be left with the 
mayor, at least ten days before the return day thereof. 

S)Bc. 3; That, for municipal purposes, the said town shall be divided into 
four wards, by the* four main streets thereof; the northeast quarter being 
the first ward, the southeast quarter the second ward, the southwest quarter 
the third ward, and the northwest quarter the fourth ward; and it shall be 
lairfiil for the white male inhabitants of each ward, having the qualifica- 
tions of electors of members of the general assembly, to meet at such place 
within their respective wards as shall be designated by the town council, on 
the first Monday of March, annually, and then and there proceed to vote, by 
ballot, for a mayor of said town, and for such number of councilmen as such 
ward may be entitled to elect; and the person receiving the highest number 
of votes, in the aggregate, for mayor, shall be deemed duly elected to that 
office; and the person receiving the highest number of votes, in their res- 
pective wards, for councilmen, shall be deemed' duly elected members of the 
town council; provided that no person shall be eligible to the office of may- 
or or councilman, who shall not possess the qualifications of an elector. 

Ssc. 4. That at the first election to be held under this act, each ward 
8hal\ be entitled to elect two members of the town council, one of whom 
to hold the office for one year, and the other for two years, and until their 
successors are duly elected and qualified; and the respective terms of office 
of the persons so elected shall be determined by lot, in presence of the 
town council, at the first meeting of said council after the election; and so 
soon as any ward shall contain two hundred and fifty resident voters, such 
ward shall be entitled to choose an additional member of the town council.

FirsU To make and publish ail such bylaws and ordinances, consistent 
with the constitution and laws of the United States, and of this state, as they 
shall deem necessary for the regulation, interest, safety, health, cleanliness, 
and convenience of said town, and the inabitants thereof; ' 

Second. To appoint a treasurer, recorder, police constable, and such 
othor subordinate officers as they may deem necessary; to prescribe tlieir 
duties, require of them to give bond for the faithful discharge of their duties, 
fix their compensation, remove them at pleasure, and impose such fine, not 
(exceeding five dollars, as they shall deem just, for refusing to accept any 
office in said corporation, or for neglect or misconduct therein; 

. Tliird. To fill all vacancies that may happen by death, resignation, re- 
moval, or otherwise, in their own boJy, or in any office within their gift; 

Fourth. To levy a tax, annually, for corporaiion purposes, on all the

so districted, and a record thereof made in the township books, the said 
trustees shaD cause a copy of the same to be deposited in the auditor's

Kerr, John Young, Thomas Thompson, Matthew H. Philips, John Camp- 
bell, Moses Cannon, James Simerall, William Ramage, John McConnell, 
John Martin, Sannple Clark, John Downing, William Campbell, James 
McCartney, and Henry Perrygoy, citizens of Ohio, be and they are hereby

To inoorpoFate the Directors of the Weslejan Cemetry, of CiflcinnatL 

Sec. 1. Beit enacted by ike General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Christopher Smith, Eli Richman, Alexander Webb, Harvey Decamp, John 
Reeves, William Woodruff, George W. Townley, and Samuel Williams, 
be and they are hereby created a body politic and corporate, under the 
name and style of the *' Directors of the Wesleyan Cemetery, of Cincin- 
nati," and, by that name, shall be capable of contracting and being contract- 
ed with, of sueing and being sued, of pleading and being impleaded, of an- 
swering and being answered, in all courts and places, and in all matters 
whatsoever, with full power to purchase, receive, hold, occupy, and convey, 
any real and personal estate, which they ma^ deem necessary to promote 
the object, or advance the interests of the said corporation, and to use a 
corporate seal. The said directors shall continue in office until their suc- 
cessors shall be chosen, as hereinafter directed* 

Sec. 2. The directors of the said cemetery shall be chosen triennially^ 
on the first Monday in March, by the boards of trustees of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, severally and jointly interested therein, to wit: two by 
the trustees of the Wesley Chapel; two by the trustees of Fourth Street 
Chapel; two by the, trustees of the Ninth Street Chapel; and two by the 
trustees of Asbury Chapel. And whenever any new pastoral charge shall 
be set off from one or more of the four herein before named, the trustees of 
such new charge shall have power to appoint, in like manner, two directors 
of the said cemetery; and the several boards of trustees shall, respectively, 
fill-all vacancies occurring in said board of directors. The board of di- 
rectors shall elect, annually, from their own body, a president, secretary, 
and treasurer, and shall fill, in like manner, all vacancies occurring in the 
said offices. The title to all the property of the corporation, real and per- 
sonal, shall be vested in the directors, who shall have the government and 
regulation thereof, and ot the business and interests of the corporation, and 
may adopt such general rules and regulations for that purpose, not incon- 
sistent with the laws of this state, as they may judge best. 

Sec. 3. That the said directors shall have authority to dedicate and ap- 
propriate any real estate which they may now own, or which may hereaf- 
ter be purchased by, or conveyed to, them as and for a rural cemetery, or 
burying ground, and for the erection of tombs, cenotaphs, and other monu- 
ments for, and in memory of, the d^ad; and for this purpose to lay out the

same in suitable lots or other subdivisions, fbr family or other burying places; 
and to plant and embellish (he same with trees, shrubbery, flowers^ walks, 
and other rural ornaments or improvements; and to make and provide suit- 
able enclosures; and to make and annex thereto such other suitable appen- 
dages and conveniences as they shall, from time to time, deem expedient; 
and whenever the said directors shall lay out and dedicate any of their real 
estate, for a cemetery or burying ground, as aforesaid, the same shall be 
deemed a perpetual dedication thereof, for the purposes aforesaid, and shall 
be forever held by the said directors, intrust, for such purposes, and for 
none other. And all real estate so dedicated, for the purposes aforesaid, 
^ith the grounds occupied by the sexton's and porter's dwelling house and 
garden attached thereto, any road owned by the directors, connecting their 
said ground with any public road, shall be exempted from taxation. Aad 
the said directors shall have authority to grant and convey to any person or 
persons, the sole and exclusive right of burial, and of erecting tombs, cen- 
otaphs, and other ornaments, in any such designated lots or subdivisions, 
upon such terms or conditions, and subject to such regulations, as the said 
directors shall proscribe; and every right so granted or conveyed, shall be 
held for the purpose aforesaid, and for none other, as real estate, by the 
proprietors thereof, and shall not be subject to attachment or execution. 

Sec. 4. That it shall be lawful for the said directors to take and hold any 
grant, donation, or bequest of property, upon trust, to apply the income 
thereof for the improvement or embellishment of the said cemetery, or any 
lot, or subdivision thereof, for the repairs, preservation, or renewal of any 
tomb, monument, gravestone, fence or railing, or other erection, in or 
ai'ound any burying lot, or for the planting and cultivation of trees, shrubs^ 
or plants, in or around any burying lot, according to the terms of such 
grant, donation, or bequest; and any court in this state, having equity 
jurisdiction, shall have power to compel the due performance of the said 
trusts, or any of them, upon a bill filed for that purpose, by a proprietor of 
any lot in said cemetery. 

Sec. 5. That any person who shall wilfully destroy, mutilate, deface, 
injure, or remove, any tomb, monument, gravestone, or other structure, 
placed in the cemetery, aforesaid, or any fence, railing, or other work, for 
the enclosing, protection, or ornament of the said cemetery, or of any tomb, 
monument, gravestone, or other structure aforesaid, or of any burying H 
"Within the limits thereof, or shall wilfully destroy, cut, break, or remove any 
tree, shrub, or plant, within the limits of said cemetery, or shall shoot 
or discharge any gun or other fire arms within the limits aforesaid, shall be

The said trustees shall cause to be made for their use a com- 
mon seal, with such devices and inscriptions thereon as they shall think 
proper, and by and with which all deeds, diplomas, certificates and acts of 
said corporation shall pass and be authenticated, and the same seal at their 
pleasure, to break and alter, and devise a new one. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a meeting of said trustees held once every year, 
at least, at Beverly, at such time as th^ said trustees or a quorum of them 
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sbali appoint, of which meeting du^ and timely notice shall be given, and 
if less than a quorum attend at such meeting, those present shall have the 
power to adjourn to another day, but if five or more of the said trustees 
shall meet at the time appointed, or at any other time of adjournment, then 
such five or more shall be a quorum, and a majority of their votes shall be 
sufficient for transacting all business and concerns of the college, not oth- 
erwise provided for in this act, and particularly of mnking and enacting 
ordinances, not otherwise, (or the government of said college; of filling 
Tacancies in the board of trustees, of electing and appointing the president 
and professors in said college; of agreeing with them for their salaries, 
and stipends, and removing them for misconduct, breaches of the ordinan- 
ces of the institution, or other cause which shall be deemed sufficient; of 
appointing committees of their own body to carry into execution all and 
every the resolutions of the board; of appointing a president, secretary 
treasurer and other officers, whom they may find necessary for managing 
the corporation; of providing for the punishment or otherwise of such stu- 
dents as may be referred to them by the faculty, and shall determine all 
matters and things (although the same are not herein particularly mention- 
ed) which shall occasionally arise, and be incidentally necessary to be 
determined by said trustees, provided, that no ordinance orregulation shall 
be of any force which is repugnant to the constitution and laws of the 
United States or of this state* 

Sec. 6. The head, or chief master of said college, shall be styled and 
called the president, and the masters thereof, shall be called professors. 

Sec. 7. The president and professors, or a majority of them shall be 
called the faculty of the college, which faculty shall have power of enfor- 
cing the rules and regulations adopted by the trustees for the government 
of the students, by rewarding or censuring them, and, finally, by suspend- 
ing or expelling such of them as after repeated admonitions shall continue 
disobedient or refraictory. 

Sec. 8, The faculty shall, by and with the approbation of a board of 
trustees, signified by their mandamus, have full power to grant such degrees 
in the liberal arts and sciences, to such students of the institution, or others, 
whom, by their proficiency in learning, or other meritorious distinction, they 
shall think entitled to them, as are usually granted and conferred in other 
colleges, and to grant to such graduates diplomas, or certificates, under 
their common seal, and signed by the faculty, to authenticate and perpetu- 
ate such graduation. 

Sec. 9. The trustees, or a quorum of them, shall have power to make 
fcylaws and ordinances for the government of the said board; provided, 
that no ordinance or law shall be of force, which shall be repugnant to the 
Ws of the United Jitates, or of this state. 

Sec 10. No misnomer of the said corporation shall defeat or annul 
finy gift, grant, devise or bequest to, or from, said corporation; provided, 
ttie intent of the parties shall sufficiently appear upon the face of the gift, 
pant, will or otller writing, whereby any estate or interest was intended 
to pass to, or from, said corporation. 

Sec. 11. The board of trustees, of the college, shall be elected by the 
Pennsylvania Synod of the Cumberland Presbyterian Church, and in the 
'ollowing manner, to wit: seven members to continue one year, seven to 
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continue two years, and seven for three years, ail subject, however^ to re- 
election, said election to be held on the first Monday of May, annually. 

Sec. 12. The legislature reserves the right to revoke, alter, or annul 
the charter hereby granted, at any time they may think proper.

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
Simon Perkins, Frederick Kinsman, Asael Adams, Leicester King, John 
Crowell, George Hapgood, George Parsons, David Tod, Charles Smith, 
Henry W. Smith, Matthew Birchard, Edward Spear, Charles White, and

That the money, advanced by each person insured, shall, with- 
in sixty days of such advancement, be vested in the stock of some corp<^ 
rate bank, or notes and bonds secured by mortgage, at the discretion of the 
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prerident and directors; and the proceeds of the same shall be appropriated 
and applied to pay the damages or loss that any member shall sustain by 
fire, and to defray the expenses of the corporation; and each of the insured 
shail, at the expiration of his policy or policies, have a right to demand and 
receive, from the corporation^ his share of the remaining fund, in propor- 
tion to the sum or sums by bim actually paid. 

Sxo. 5* That vehen any member of said corporation, so insured, shall 
sustain any loss, for which the same corporation shall be held to indemnify 
him, and he shall recover judgment therefor against it, he shall have a right 
to levy his execution, issued on such judgment, on any of the funds of the 
said corporation ; and when he shall not find sufficient funds of the said cor- 
poration to satisfy the same, and all costs thereon, and if the said directors 
shall neglect or refuse, for the space of thirty days from the rendition of 
nch judgment, to make an assessment, agr^ably to the principles herein 
expressed, and deliver the same to the treasurer of said corporation, and 
direct him to collect the same in such manner as the said corporation may 
point out, to satisfy such exelcution, as far as the said funds and assessments

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the SuUe of Ohio^ That 
the clerk of the superior court of CiDcinnati, clerk of the court of com« 
men pleas, county treasurer, county auditor, county recorder, and sheriff, of 
the county^ of Hamilton, shall be allowed the following compensatiou for 
their services as such officers, viz: The clerk of the superior court of

Herancourt, and all other persons who may hereafter become members of 
said company, in the manner herein prescribed, be and they are hereby 
incorporated and made a body politic, by the name of the Ohio Mutiial 
Fire Insurance Company, for the purpose of insuring their respective 
dwelling houses, stores, and other buildings, household furniture, merchan- 
dize and other personal property, against loss or damage by fire, whether 
the same shall happen t^y accident, lightning, or by any other means, ex- 
cepting that of design in the assured, or by the invasion of an enemy, or 
insurrection of the citizens of this or of any of the United States; and by

his insurance; but if the assured have a less estate therein, or if the prem* 
ises be incumbered, the policy shall be void, unless the true title of the as- 
sured, and the incumbrances on the premises, be expressed in the applica- 
tion for insurance, and shall also be void, in cases where the assured has 
not complied with the conditions on which his policy was issued, as herein- 
before mentioned and provided for. 

Skc. 1 2. The directors shall adjust, and settle all losses, within three 
ihonths after they shall have been notified of the same as aforesaid, unless 
they shall judge it proper, within that time to rebuild the building or buildings 
destroyed, or repair the damages sustained, which they are empowered to 
do, in convenient time; provided, they do not lay out and expend in such 
bailding, or repairs, more than the sum insured on the premises, but no al- 
lowance is to be made in any case, in estimating damages,for gilding, histori- 
cal or landscape painting, stucco oi' carved work, nor are the same to be 
replaced if destroyed by fire. 

. 8bc. 1 3. In all cases where real, or personal property, insured in and 
by said company, shall become alienated by sale, by change in partnership, 
or ownership, or in any manner whatever, the policies issued thereon shall 
be void, and shall be surrendered to said company to be canceled, and 
upon such surrender, and the payment of the proper proportion of all 
losses, and expenses, up to the time of such surrender, the assured shall be 
entitled to receive his, her, or their deposit note, and said company shall 
not be liable for any loss, or damage, which may happen to any propertv 
after such alienation as aforesaid, unless the policies issued thereon shall 
have been duly assigned or confirmed, by the consent of the directors, to 
the actual owner, or owners thereof, previous to such loss or damage; provi- 
ded, however, that the grantee, or alienee, having the policy assigned to 
hioi, may have the same ratified and confirmed to him, her, or them, for 
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his, her, or their own proper use and benefit, upon application to the di- 
rectors, and with their consent, within thirty days next after such alienation, 
on giving proper security to the said directors, and to their satisfaction for 
such portion of the deposit note as shall renoain unpaid; and by such rati- 
fication and confirmation, the party, causing the same, shall be entitled to 
all the rights and privileges, and subject to all the liabilities, to which the 
original party insured was entitled and subjected under this act; and no 
policy, issued by said company, shall be deemed to have been duly assigned 
or confirtned, unless the consent of the directors to such assignment or 
confirmation is certified on such policy, by the secretary of said compaDy* 

S£c. 14. If an alteration shall be made in any building by the proprie- 
tor thereof, after insurance has been made thereon, in and with said com- 
pany, whereby it may be exposed to greater risk and hazard from fire than 
It was at the time it was insured, then, and in every such case^ the in- 
surance made upon such building, or personal property therein, shall be 
void, unless an additional premium note, after such alteration, be settled 
with and paid to the directors; but no alteration or repairs in buildingSi 
not increasing such risk or hazard, shall in any wise afiect the insurance 
previously made thereon. 

Sec. 15« If insurance on any buildings or personal property, shall be 
and subsist in said company, and in any other office, or officers, or from 
and by any other person, or persons, at the same time, the insurance made 
in and by said company, shall be deemed and become void, unless such 
double insurance subsist by and with the consent of the directors, signified 
by certificates on the policy, signed by the president, and secretary, or ex- 
pressed on the face of the policy. 

Sec. 16. The company hereby created, shall not be concerned in any 
trade or other business, except the insurance of property against loss, and 
damage by fire, nor shall said company, by any possible construction of 
the powers granted in this act, exercise any banking privileges whatever; 
and this act shall be deemed and taken to be a public act, and shall be libe- 
rally construed to efiect the ends and purposes hereby intended and con- 
templated. 

Sec. 17. The directors may order the collection of such assessments, 
as they may make, as often as the convenience and interest of sufierers 
may require, or, as the bylaws may have prescribed; and, in order that 
losses may be paid with promptness, and certainty, the directors are here- 
by authorized to borrow, on the credit of the company, such sum, or sums 
of money, as may be required to meet the losses and expenses sustained 
and allowed; and in making the assessments up for collection, the interest 
on money borrowed, and also all necessary incidental expenses, shall be 
included in such assessment^. For the security of prompt payment of the 
losses as aforesaid, the premium or deposit notes of the company are here- 
by irrevocably pledged. 

Sec 1 8. Each and every member of said company shall be entitled 
to and allowed an examination of the books, papers and general transao 
tionsof said company, upon application therefor to the secretary. 

Sec. 19. It shall be the duty of the president of said company to make 
an annual report of its affairs to the members thereof, in such manner as 
the directors or bylaws may prescribe. 
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Sec. 90. The individuals named in the first section of this act, shall be 
and they are hereby constituted a board of directors for si^id company, to 
serve as such until the first annual election of directors, herein provided 
for;* they shall have power, if they think fit, to increase their number to 
fifteen, as allowed in the third section of this act, from among the members 
of said company; and all vacancies occurring in their body may be filled 
by the remainij>g members thereof, and a majority of their number, at any 
time, shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; they may 
call the first annual meeting of the members of said company, at any suit- 
able time, at Columbus, by advertisement in the several newspapers printed 
in said town, giving at least ten days notice of the place, time and design, 
of the meeting; they may make and establish bylaws for the government 
of said company, until the first annual meeting thereof, and may transact 
any business necessary and proper to carry into effect the provisions and 
intentions of this act; provided, however, that no policy shall be issued by 
aaid company, until his excellency, the governor of the state, shall have 
made proclamation that application has been made for insurance, in said 
company, to the amount of fifty thousand dollars, at least, of which notice 
shall be given him by the directors. 

Sec. 21. This act shall take efiTect from and after its passage, and shall 
be subject to amendment or repeal at the pleasure of this or any future 
' general assembly of this state.

Sec. !• Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Ohio, That 
Samuel Bell, Benjamin H. Johnson, Joseph J. McDowell, John W. Price, 
David Miller, Foreman Evans, R. D. Lilly, Samuel £• Hibben, D. P. In- 
skeep, Robert Stuart, and all other persons who may hereafter, and in the 
manner herein prescribed, become associated with them, be and they are 
hereby incorporated, and made a body corporate and politic, by the name 
and style of the Highland county Mutual Insurance Company, for the par- 
pose of insuring their respective dwelling houses, stores, shops, and other 
buildings, household furniture, machinery, and merchandize, against loss or 
damage from fire, whether the same shall happen from accident, lightning, 
or any other means, except that of design in the insured, or by invasion of 
an enemy, or insurrection of the citizens of the United States, and, by that 
name, may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, appear, prosecute, and 
defend, in any court of competent jurisdiction, in this state or elsewhere, 
may have and use a common seal, may purchase and hold such real and per« 
sonal estate as may be necessary to carry into effect the objects of their 
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associatioD, and iQay sell and co&vey the same at plaasure, may make^ es- 
tablish, and put i& execution such bylaws, ordinaoceg, and regulations, as 
may be necessary or convenient for their government, and for the manage- 
ment of their affairs, not incompatible with the constitudoiji and laws of 
the state and of the United States.

thence to Charloe, in the county of Paulding; thence to Defiance, in the 
coanty of Williams; which shall be constructed, repaired and preserved ia 
the manner pointed out in this act. 

Sbc. 2. That said commissioners shall have power to appoint a super* 
intendent or superintendents, and such other agents as they may deem 
necessary to carry into effect the provisions of this act; a majority of said 
commissioDers shall be a quorum, having power to transact any business 
and exercise any powers devolving upon or intrusted to them by this act; 
and they shall keep a record of their proceedings which shall be at all 
times open for inspection by any person desiring to inspect the same. 

Sue. 3. That said commissioners shall meet on the first Monday of 
ApriU one thousand eight hundred and forty three, or at any time within 
sixty days thereafter, and organize by choosing one of their number pre- 
sident of said board, and they shall then take measures to view, locate and 
establish said road; and of all such locations they shall file a copy with 
the auditor of each county through which the said road may pass. 

8bc. 4. The commissioners shall have power to receive subscriptions 
Ukd donations in money or property, real or personal, which shall be ap« 
plied to the construction of said road; they may make contracts for con- 
structing the same, in a solid and durable manner, and keeping the same 
in repair; they may open and finish said road, in the first instance, along 
such portions of the line thereof, as will soonest render the whole line 
thereof available for travel and transportation, and they shall have power 
to purchase and procure all the necessary implements and fixtures to pre- 
serve said road in repair. 

Sbc* 5. The taxes levied for road purposes on all property within two 
miles of said road, on each side thereof, shall be applied to the construc- 
tion and repair thereof; and all persons owing such taxes, who may wish 
to discharge the same in labor, shall apply such labor under the direction 
of said commissioners, or their agent or agents appointed for that purpose. 
Sec. 6. So much of taxes appropriated by this act, as shall be paid 
iato the county treasury, shall be computed by the county auditor as ac- 
curately as may be, and paid over to said commissioners or their agent; 
^ud all taxes so computed by the county auditor, shall be expended on said 
road in the county where collected. 

Sbc. 7. It shall be the duty of the county auditors of the respective 
counties through which said road shall pass, in computing the portion of 
road tax that may have accrued within the sibresaid limits, on each side of 
said road, to embrace the whole of any tract of land not exceeding one 
hundred and sixty acres, of which any part shall be within said limits; and 
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for all duties performed by them, under this act, they shall be allowed the 
same fees allowed by law, for similar services, in other cases. 

Sec, 8. . The commissioners shall have power to receive donations of 
land, to aid in the construction of said road, and to convey the same in fee 
simple; they may take releases of the right of way, and they shall expend 
the money in their hands, only on such parts of the road as shall have been 
permanently located and established. 

Sec. 9. The said commissioners and their successors, shall be a corpo- 
ration by the name and style of the Lima and Defiance free turnpike road, 
for the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions of this act; and it 
shall be their duty to prosecute for all obstructions to said road, or for inja- 
ries done to the same, or the bridges thereon, and the form of such prose- 
cutions shall be in the action of debt; and the amount recoverable in each

That nothing in this act contained shall be so construed as to 
interfere with any tax upon property heretofore appropriated to the coo* 
struction, preseivation, or repair of a free turnpike road authorized to be 
established from Ottawa, in the county of Putnam, to the Indiana state line, 
in the county of Williams, by an act passed one thousand eight hundred and 
forty three, or any tax heretofore appropriated to the construction, preserrsr 
tion, or repair of such turnpike road.

Sec. 15. All claims for damages, arising out of the location of said road) 
shall be settled in the manner prescribed by the act for opening and rego* 
lating of roads and highways, and all damages, assessed for injury to ft^ 
perty, shall be paid out of the county treasury, if, in the opinion of the 
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county commissioners, the benefit resulting from the establishment of said 
road will be equal to the amount of damages assessed.

Seo* 1. Beit enacted by the Oeneral Assembly of the State of Ohio^ That 
80 much of the township of Washington, county of Miamiy as is contained 
and comprehended within the following bounds, to wit: all of section number 
eighteen, and all of fractional section number se^renteen, in town six, and 
range six, east of a meridian line, drawn from the mouth of the Great Mi- 
ami river, shall be, and hereby is* created an incorporated town, and the 
inhabitants thereof a body politic and corporate, with perpetual saccession, 
distinguished by the name and style of the Town of Piqua, and, as such, ia 
the name of the common council thereof, shall be capable, in law, of con- 
tracting and being contracted with, of suing and being sued, pleading and 
beibg impleaded, of answering and being answered unto, in any suit or ac- 
tion in any court within this state; and when any suit or action shall be 
commenced against said town, the first process shall be a summons, an at* 
tested copy of which shall be left with the recorder, at least three days be- 
fore the return thereof; and they may have and use a corporate seal, which 
they may break, alter, or renew at pleasure. They may also purchase 
use, occupy, enjoy, and convey real and personal estate, whenever they 
may deem it necessary for the benefit or comfort of the inhabitants; they 
may borrow money for any specified corporate purposes, with the concur- 
rence of two thirds of the members of the council; all motions for which 
purpose must be made thirty days previous to its adoption. And, for the 
better governing and ordering of said town, the fiscal, municipal, and pro- 
visionary concerns thereof, shall be vested in a board, consisting of a mayor, 
recorder, and one councilman for each ward, to be denominated the Com- 
mon Council of the Town of Piqua, together with such officers as may 
hereinafter be mentioned and provided for* 

Sso. 2. That said town shall be divided into four divisions or wards, 
each of whiph shall t)e entitled to one representative in the common coun- 
cil; and, for the electors of each ward, a ballot box, with separate d^is- 
ions for each ward, shall be provided, in whjch the suffrage of each voter 
shall be deposited, for mayor, recorder, and one councilman, agreeably to 
the ward in which he may reside. That all that part of said corporation 
which lies east of Main street, and north of Ash street, and north of the 
road extending east from the east end of Ash street, shall constitute tbefint 
ward; all that part east of Main street, south of Ash street, and south of 
the aforementioned road, shall ponstitute the second ward; all that part sit- 
uated south of Ash street and west of Main street, shall constitute the third 
ward; and all that part north of Ash street and west of Main street, shall 
constitute the fourth ward. But said wards may be altered or increased in 
number, at any time hereafter, by the common council. 

Sec. 3. That all white male persons qualified to vote for members of tb^ 

{general assembly, who may have resided within the bounds of said town, at 
east six months previous to the day of election of town officers, shall be 
considered legal voters, and shall be entitled to vote at any such election; 
and no person, who had once been a legal voter for town officers, shall be 
prevented, by a temporary absence, from voting at any subsequent election, 
provided he may not have been absent for more than twelve months pr^ 
vious to said election* 
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Sec. 4. That the quali6ed electors shall assemble between the hours of 
ten o'clock, A. M., and four o'clock, P. M., on the first Saturday of April, 
annuallj, at some suitable place in said town, notice of which shall be pub- 
lished at least ten days previously, by the recorder, and then and there elect, 
by ballot, a mayor, recorder, one councilman for each ward, and a town 
marshal, in the manner prescribed in the foregoing section, who shall be 
designated on the tickets for their respective offices and wards; and the 
mayor, recorder, councilmen, and marshal, so elected, shall hold their re- 
spective offices for one year, and until their successors are duly elected and 
qualified; each of the said officers shall, within five days after notice of his

corporation; for the establishment of an assize of bread; for the abate- 
ment and removal of nuisances, and for the imposition of reasonable fines 
on all persons transgressing against the laws, ordinances and regulations 
made as aforesaid; and to enact, ordain and publish all such other laws, 
ordinances and regulations as they may deem necessary and proper for 
the health, cleanliness, peace, morals and good government of said corpo- 
ration and the inhabitants thereof, not contrary to the constitution and 
laws of the United States or of the slate of Ohio; all of which laws, or- 
dinances and regulations shall be deposited with the recorder, and by him 
safely kept. 

Sec 1 5. That the common council shall appoint a collector and treas- 
urer, who shall hold their offices for one year, they shall take an oath of 
office, as prescribed for other officers in the fourth section of this act, and 
shall give bond for the faithful performance of the duties of their respective 
offices, in such sums, and with such security as the common council may 
require. 

Sec. 1 6. That all laws, ordinances and regulations, made and establish- 
ed by the said common council, shall be recorded by the recorder in a 
book to be provided for that purpose, and no such law, ordinance or regu- 
lation shall take effect until the same shall have been published and made 
known, either by publication in a newspaper printed in said town, or post- 
ing up copies thereof in two of the most public places in said town, at least 
three days. 

Sec. 17. That all fines incurred for transgressing any of the laws, or- 
dinances or regulations of said common council shall be prosecuted at the 
suit of the "common council of the town of Piqua,** before the mayor, and 
in all cases wherein the mayor shall render judgment, an appeal may lie 
to the court of common pleas, as in other cases. 

Sec. 18. That the common council shall have power to levy and col- 
lect a tax, annually, on all property subject to taxation by the laws of this 
state, within the limits of said town, also, upon all dogs, swine and sheep 
owned, kept or harbored in said town, and permitted to run at large, and 
upon all other property that is, or may be subject to taxation for county

purposes; provided, that no tax upon dogs, swine or sheep shall exceed 
one dollar per head, no tax on real estate shall exceed one fifth of one per 
centum upon the appraised value thereof, and np tax upon personal prop- 
erty, except dogs, swine and sheep, shall exceed the amount that may, by 
law, be assessed upon the same for county purposes* 

Sec. 19. That the common council shall appoint a town assessor, an- 
nually, whose duty it shall be to make a true and faithful assessment and 
estimate of all such property as he may be required to assess and value bj 
the common council, and at the time by them prescribed; he shall furnish 
the recorder with a copy thereof, who shall file the same in his office, and 
publish notice of a day of appeal to be held by the common council, when 
all persons aggrieved by the assessment shall be heard, and such order 
taken thereon as may seem fit. 

Ssc. 20. That it shall be the duty of the collector, within such time 
as may be specified by the common council, (after having received the du- 
plicate of taxes,) ib collect the same, if necessary, by distress and sale, 
and pay the same over, forthwith, to the treasurer, and take his receipt 
therefor; which receipt, together with a list of delinquents, if any, be shall 
deposit with the recorder, and take the recorder's certificate for the same; 
but before he takes by distress the personal property of any resident 
charged with taxes, he shall give notice, by advertisement set up in three 
of the most public places in said town, fifteen days before the sale, that he 
is in possession of the duplicate of taxes, which notice shall also state the 
amount of tax charged upon the dollar. 

Sec 2U That if any of said taxes remain unpaid on the first day of 
December, next after the receipt of the duplicate by the collector as afore- 
said, and no personal property of the person charged can be found whereof 
to levy the same, it shall be the ^uty of the collector, and be is hereby au- 
thorized, to levy upon any freehold or leasehold property within said cor- 
poration, owned or possessed by the delinquent, and after giving thirty 
days notice, in some public newspaper published in said county, of the 
time and place of sale, the amount of tax, for the payment whereof said 
property is levied upon, together with a description of said property^by 
its number, and division of said town, and the owner's name, if known, be 
shall proceed to sell the lots at public vendue, or so much thereof, from 
front to rear, as will be sufficient to discharge the tax and cost that may 
have accrued thereon; which costs shall be the same as those allowed to 
county treasurers in similar cases. And said collector is hereby authorixed 
to make and execute to the purchaser or purchasers a deed, which shall 
convey all the right, title and interest of said delinquent or delinquents in 
and to said property, sold as aforesaid; provided, that no lot or real estate 
shall be sold for a less sum than the tax and penalties due thereon, with the 
expenses of sale; and when a lot or other real estate shall be sold for a 
greater sum than the tax, interest, and penalties due thereon, the overpto 
shall be paid into the town treasury for the use and benefit of the owner of 
such lot at the time of sale, subject to his or her order or application. 

Sec 22. That the owners of any freehold or leasehold estate, sold for 
taxes under the provisions of this act, their heirs, executors, administrator 
or assigns, may redeem the same within two years from the sale thereofi by 
paying to the purchaser, or his legal representative, the amount for which 
said real estate was soldi with thirty per centum penalty thereon, together 
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with the costs that may have accrued, or by depositing the same ^ith the 
recorder of said corporation, and giving notice, in some newspaper printed 
in the county of Miami, of his right to, and intention of redeeming, said 
property, at least three weeks in succession, before the term of court at 
which he intends to make application; provided, that where the money 
is paid or tendered to the purchaser, his heirs or assigns, no previous 
notice shall be required; and, on order of said court, the purchaser shall 
reconvey the premises, so sold, to the person who owned it at the time of 
sale, or his or her legal representative; provided, also, that when any lot or 
part of a lot is sold as aforesaid, which shall at the time of sale belong to 
a feme covert, minor, insane person, or person casually absent from said 
county, or in captivity, such person shall have a right to redeem the same 
within one year after such disability is removed. 

Sec. 23. That the common council shall have jurisdiction over such 
free bridges as now are or may be hereafter constructed across the Miami 
canal and Miami river, within, or touching the corporate limits of said 
town, with full power, by law, to regulate persons using said bridges, and 
to fine, or otherwise punish, any person or persons guilty of injuring the 
same, or transgressing the laws that may be enacted by the common coun- 
cil for the protection and preservation of said bridges. 

Ssc. 24* That no unimproved lots, in that portion of territory added 
to said town by this act, shall be subject to taxation for town purposes, 
until the same shall be laid out and subdivided by the present proprietors 
as building lots. 

Sec. 25. That in the distribution of the laws of the state, the said cor- 
poration shall be entitled to receive one copy of the revised laws, one of the 
general laws, one of the local laws, and one of the journals of each house of 
assembly, to be received by the mayor and delivered to his successors* 

Ssc. 26. The laws and ordinances of the existing corporation of Piqua 
shall remain and continue in force, (in the present limits of said town,) until 
a new board of officers, elected under this act, may alter or repeal the 
same; and the present board of officers shall remain in office, and perform 
the requisite duties, until the officers under this act shall be duly elected 
and qualified. 

Sec. 27* That said common council shall be allowed the use of the 
jail of Miami county for the confinement of all such persons as may be 
liable to imprisonment under this act, and all persons so imprisoned shall 
be in charge of the keeper of said jail until discharged by due course of 
law. 

Sec. 28. That any future legislature may have power to alter, amend, 
or modify this act. 

Sec. 29. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
first day of April next.

Whereas, by a treaty of peace, between the United States of America, and 
the tribes of Indians called the Wyandotts, Delawares.ShawueeSyOitawas^ 
Chippe waSf Pottawattamies, Miamies, Eel Rivers, Weas, Kickapoos, Pian- 
keshawsand Kaskaskias, concluded at Greenville, in the territory of the 
United States, northwest of the river Ohio, on the third day of August, 
one thousand seven hundred and ninety five, said tribes of Indians, by the 
third article of said treaty, ceded to the United States certain lands there- 
in named, to wit: [see treaty, vol. 1, p. 398, U. S. laws.] The general 
boundary line between the lands of the United States, and the lands of 
the Indian' tribes, shall begin at the mouth of the Cuyahoga river, and 
run thence up the same to the portage between that and the Tuscarawas 
branch of the Muskingum; thence, down that branch, to the crossing 
place above Fort Lawrence; thence, westerly, to a fork of the branch of 
the Great Miami river, running into the Ohio, at or near which fork is 
situated Loramie's store, and where commences the portage between the 
Miami of the Ohio, and Saint Mary's river, which is a branch of the Mi- 
an)i, which runs into Lake Erie; thence, on a westerly course, to Fort 
Recovery, which stands on a branch of the Wabash; thence, southwester- 
ly, in a direct line to the Ohio, so as to intersect that river opposite the 
mouth of the Kentucky or Cuttowa river: And, whereas, by articles of a 
treaty made and concluded at Brownstown, in the territory of Michigan, 
between William Hull, Governor of the said territory, superintendent of 
Indian affairs, and commissioner plenipotentiary of the United States of 
America, for concluding any treaty or treaties which may be found ne- 
cessary, with any of the Indian chiefs, northwest of the river Ohio, of 
the one part, and the sachems, chiefs, and warriors of the Chippewa, 
Ottawa, Pottawattamie, Wyandott, and Shawnee nations of Indians, on 
the other part: 

By the second article of this treaty, the seyeral Indians, aforesaid, in 
order to promote the object mentioned in the preceding; article, and in 
consideration of the ^'friendship they bear towards the United States, for 
the liberal and benevolent policy which has been practised towards them, 
by the government thereof, do hereby give, grant, and cede, unto the 
United States, a tract of land for a road of one hundred and twenty feet 
in width, from the foot of the rapids of the Miami of I«ake Erie, to the 
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T^estern line of the Conn^setfcut Rimrve, and all the land within em 
mile of the said road, on each ride thereof^ for the purpose of eatabtiih- 
ing settlemeats along the same; also a tract of land, for a road only of 
one hundred and twenty feet in width, to run southwardly, from what 
is called Lower Sandusky, to the boundary line established by the treaty 
of Greenville, with the privilege of taking, at all times such timber ana 
other materials from the adjacent lands as may be necessary for making 
and keeping in repair the said road, with the bridges that may be reqan^. 
ed along the same.*^ And, by an act of Congress, approved on the 
twelfth day of December, one thousand eight hundred and twelve, en- 
titled ^*an act to authorize the surveying and marking of certain roads in 
the state of Ohio, as contemplated by the treaty of Brownstown in the 
the territory of Michigan:" 

^Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represeniathet nf 
the United States ofJlmerica in Congress assembled^ That the Prerident of 
the United States be and hereby is authorized to appoint commissionen^ 
who shall explore, survey, and mark, by the roost eligible course, a road 
from the foot of the Rapids of the River Miami of Lake Erie, to the 
western line of the Connecticut Reserve, and a road to run southwardly 
from Lower Sandusky, to the boundary line, established by the treaty of 
Greenville, which road shall be sixty feet in width; and the said com- 
missioners shall made out accurate plats of such surveys, accompanied 
with field notes, and certify and transmit the sanie to the President of the 
United States, who, if he approve of such surveys, shall cause the plats 
thereof to be deposited in the office of the treasurer of the United States, 
and the said roads shall be considered as established and accepted porsa-

The foregoing statements will exhibit to you the financial transac- 
tions of the year, together with the balance of revenue remaining in 
the treasury on the 16th of November, amounting to sixty four thou- 
sand three hundred sixty one dollars twenty five cents and eight mills. 
Of this balance, about twenty five thousand dollars is in depreciated 
funds, in the form of certificates of deposit in, and notes of, the banks 
of Urbana, Cleveland, Granville and Hamilton* In addition to this 
amount, we bad on hand the sum of seven thousand two hundred and 
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seventy five dollars in the paper of the Commercial Bank of Lake 
Erie. A proposition having been made to the Fund Commissioners, by 
some of the holders o^ cht^cks on the Wabash and Erie canal, to re- 
ceive the paper of that bank at par, in payment of ihe mdebtedness} of 
the Siaie, — 1 look from the commissioners a certificate of loan, in the 
usual form, and loaned t.he amount in the treasury, from the general 
revenue, to the Wabash and Erie canal fund The paper has thus 
been used at fjar in discharge of ihe State liabilities. The transactioo 
now stands in' the form of a toan; upon which the canal fund will h^ 
bound to pay interest to the general revenue. In that position it can 
continue, or, you can make the transfer absolute, as to you may seem 
best. I see no good reason why the latter course, which will avoid 
embarrassment in the funds, may not be adopted. Deducting the 
depreci^ited funds, above referred to, fr^om the amount in the' treasury, 
leaves the balance of available funds thirty nine thousand three hun- 
dred sixty one dollars twenty five cents and eight mills.

The purposes to which this excess has been applied, will be found 
upon a comparison of the sevei:al items of expenditure of the currenti 
with those of the past year. 

The receipts from the Ohio Penitentiary during the year, amount 
to three thousand dollars — l)eing eleven thousand dollar^ii less than the 
last year, and falling below the amount paid for the prosecution and 
transportation of convicts, ten thousand six hundred forty two dollars 
and eighty four cents." It is but justice to the Warden to say, that on 
the 25ih of November, ten days after the close of the fiscal year, he 
made a further payment of three thousand dollars, which must neces- 
sarily pass into the account of the current year. 

The continued failure in the taxes on bank dividends, which a/e by 
law appropriated to the Stale Common School Fund, has rendered it 
necessary again to transfer the sum ot twenty three thousand one 
hundred forty three dollars sixty three cents four mills, from the gen- 
eral revenue, to mako good the distribution among the several coun- 
ties. By the act of last winter this fund was reduced to one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. This aniount the legitimate sources of the 
fund will undoubtedly meet, and perhiips afford a small surfUus that 
may be appropriated to the extinguishment of the debt due the gen- 
eral revenue. 

The account of the surplus revenue fund stands as in my report of 
last winter. It is entitled. to the same explanation^ which will be 
found on the 17th page of thiat document. 
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From the best information I. have been able to. obtain from the sev- 
eral counties, 1 am inclined to the belief that we shall experience an 
increased defalcation in the revenues of the current yo.ir, though not^ 
perhaps^ lo I he extent that has generally been supposed. Not with- 
standmg this, and the depreciated funds-, the drain upon the revenue 
having been cut oflT by the reduction of the school fund, and the levy 
b^ing the same as last year, the revenue will be amply sufficient for . 
the wants of the gove/oment; and for the ensuing year, the levy of 
taxation for Slate purposes will bear, a small reduction, but to what 
amount I am not at present able to say. In the financial report, re-' 
quired by law before the close of the session, thL» matter can be more 
accurately determined. 

The treasurer of Lucas county has not yet closed his settlement 
for the year 1841. The sum due from him, with the exception of 
about three hundred and fifty dollars, is on deposit to his credit in 
the treasury. 

The amount delinquent was tendered, in depreciated and broken 
bank paper, which the treasurer claimed to have received Avhen the 
baitks were in. good standing. As the settlement was not made for 
several weeks after the legal time had expired, the State treasurer 
and myself were a| prehensive that the precedent might prove a dan- 
gerous one, and declined to receive the funds. In the course of £i 
correspondenre between the county treasurer and myself^ during the 
summer, be offered to p;iy about two thirds of the sum in paper of the 
Chillicoihe and Franklin Bank of Columbus, and the remainder in 
good funds. The fund commissioners having advised me that they 
could use these funds at par, I accepted the offers and, the treas- 
urer being in the city, handed him a written notification of that Pact. 
He returned me for answer, that between the date of his offer and my 
acceptance, he had disposed of the paper referred to, and tendered in 
lieu the paper of the Urbana and Granville banks. This I declined 
acceptmg, and the matter stands in that way at the present time. 
From the difficulties as to the location of the county seat, no courts 
have been hold in the county, until late this fall. 

As soon as this question is settled, I shall, unless otherwise directed 
by you. proceed to close up this matter in the legal modo. 

1 respectfully suggest to you, whether the present is not a propi- 
tious period for instituting a thorough revision of the whole financial 
policy and Jaws of the State. Prominent among the inducements to 
such a measure, is the absolute necessity of giving addiiional force 
and eharacter to the laws for the collection of revenue. The forfeited 
list now embraces an amount of properly so large, that the taxes ac- 
cruing upon it exceed thirty thousand dollars per annum, and it is 
yearly i^icreasing. Not withstanding the heavy expense incurred un- 
der the aot of last winter, in publishing thefse lists, and extending the 
time fur redemption to the first of January, but comparatively a small 
amount has be^n redeemed. It is a moderate estimate, that one fourth 
of all the lands advertised this fall, will be returned as ^not sold for 
want of bidders,^ aad, consequently become fiprfeited to the State 
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There is no fear of a tax sale on the part of the owner, and no confi- 
dence on the part of the purchaser. The rule of construction on the 
part of the courts, invariably sets aside these sales; for, in the present 
confu.sed state of our legal enactments, it is impossible they should all 
be observed by the several officers charged with the assessment and 
collection of taxes. Buyers al tax sales have come to know that they 
are purchasing litigation, and though they may eventually recover 
their original investment, they are liable to be saddled with an ex- 
pense and cost of double the amount. The same difficulties will sur- 
round the sales of forfeited lands; and so well are these things now 
understood, that hundreds suffer their lands to become forfeited, as 
the best means of avoiding taxation. All these evils grow out of a 
want of certainty in the law, which must define the powers acKi duties 
of courts, as well as the rights of parties in the premises. The law 
at present declares that the county auditor's deed shall he prima fade 
evidence of title; yet the courts invariably go behind the deed, and re- 
quire the purchaser to establish by competent testimony, that all the 
initiatory steps of assessment, levy, advertisement, sale, <Ssc., have 
been taken within the strict letter of the law; and if any of these faih 
the chain of title is broken, and the sale set aside, because the law was 
set aside before it. 

In tbe early period of the Slate, when the inhabitants were labor- 
ing under all the inconveniences, and struggling with all the hard- 
ships consequent upon the first settlement of the country^ — when land 
titles were involved in something of intricacy, and when men were 
striving as well to acquire them, as to clear the soil and create an 
humble home— when there were no facilities of markets, and conse- 
quently but very small returns for the labor of the husbandman, there 
was the excuse of hurhanity, and perhaps of equity, for the policy 
adopted by the courts in disposing of these questions; but now, when 
these things have become changed — when titles are settled — when 
homes are secured and improved — when the State, upon her credit, 
has constructed vast public improvements, and opened up markets for 
the products of her soil — and when, for the protection of her credit 
and the completion of her improvements, she is compelled to rest in 
no inconsiderable degree upon the punctual payment of the taxes, 
^ which, with industry and care, may be readily reatized, it would seem 
just and equitable that the law should be 'made to hold its most strict 
and perfect rule over all — correcting its errors, but turning not aside 
for murmurings of hardship or severity. It is a good, a worthy, and 
a correct maxwn, that a State should not become the oppressor of her 
own people; yet it is never so much misapplied as when quoted in 
favor of the decisions of the courts, and the lenity of revenue laws. 
There are two classes of persons whose condition is to he considered 
in this matter: those who pay taxes, as well as those who do not. 
All partake alikeofine protection and blessings of government; all 
participate alike in the benefits of the works of internal improvement; 
all reap the advantages of the pbliby which the State bases upon 
her revenues, yet hy the delinquency of a portion, the whole burden 
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of the expeasa is thrown upon the remainder. The humanity of the 
law is a bounty to the negligence and disobedience of its precepts; 
and, that the negligent and disobedient may not be oppressed, it op- 
presses the good and punctual citizen with additional burdens for 
the support of the government. It has always seemed to me, that if 
there was any oppression in the premises^ it has been of the great 
mass who punctually discharge their obligations to the State, rather 
than those who, by technical rules of legal construction, evade the 
payment and embarrass the prompt collection of the revenues. 

An examination of the duplicates would dispel another error of the 
public mind. It is not the hardy ^nd industrious owners of small 
farms whose possessions swell the delinquent list. The poorer class 
of property holders are the most punctual of tax payers. They are 
accustomed to look upon their possessions, acquired by honest toil, 
as their whole means of life; they feel the blessings of government, 
which protect them in the enjoyment of it, and grudge no labor, spare 
no means, to meet the requisitions which the state makes upon them. 
In the pursuit of a pure and honest calling, they look to the spirit of 
the law, and meet it not as their '^oppressor,'' hut as their safeguard 
and their shield. They have not studied how laws may be evaded, 
how revenues may be shunned, — nor how, by legal quibbles and 
technicalities, the power of the state may be defied. The great mass 
of delinquents are entirely another and a different class of property 
holders, — and who, though they should not, from an unworthy and 
wicked prejudice, be more ^^ oppressed ^'^ ougXxi not, on the other hand, to 
be suffered to avail themselves of the lenity, or evade the provisions 
and penalties of the revenue laws. 

Another consideration in favor of such a revision of our system, is 
the difficulty, under the present laws, of listing the various kinds of 
property designated for taxation, and the great inequality that does 
and must exist in the assessifient of revenues upon them. The modes 
of listing and returning property are almost as various as the ofHeeis 
themselves; and, consequently, there is a very marked disproportion 
in the character of the public burdens. For instance, the county of 
Hamilton, with all the vast resources and wealth of the greatest city 
of the west, returned last year, under the head of '^merchant's capital, 
and money at interest," $1,364,196 — ^^whilst the county of Ross, re- 
turned the sum of $403,799 — being very nearly one third the amount 
returned by the county of Hamilton. No one acquainted with the 
wealth and business of the two counties^ will hazard the assertion, 
thut this is any thing near an adeqbata apportionment. The proba- 
bilities are, that in the one a strict and rigid rule has been observed, 
whilst in the other a very considerable amount has been suffered to 
escape. 

It has been argued that these evils in the assessment of personal 
property, would be remedied, to a considerable extent, by the change 
from county to township assessors. To some extent this has been 
the case. The amount of personal property returned by the several 
counties (with the exception of the county of iJarroll,) during the 
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present year, is-. ^27,751,607

The lapsoof duty, or the misunderstanding of the law, on the part 
of officers, in this particular, is not unfrequently justified upon i ha 
ground of the inequality which exists in the taxation of lands, town, 
and chattel property. Though there is too mucji of truth in ihis ar- 
gument, it should rather be used to promote a refjrm in the laws, 
than to justify their infraction. An examination of the tabular state- 
ment will show you that the personal property pays a little less than 
one Bevtntho^ the whole taxation of the slate, — the town property 
pays but a little less than one sixth — and the two nearly one third of 
the whole tax. This simple statement is sufficient to demonstrate the 
inequality of the appraisement. The result is produced by the valu- 
ation of all lands, without reference to improvements. If the argu* 
ment be good that the industry which is applied to improvement of 
the soil should not be taxed, why should it not be applied to the prop- 
erty of our towns and cities? What justice is there in this discrimi- 
nation between the industry and enierpnze of one class and that of 
another? 'Surely there is none, and it can only be based upon a 
prejudice unworthy of an enlightened community. But the injusiioe 
of the present appraisement docs not rest altogether between the 
farming and town interests. It falls with a heavy hand upon the 
owners of small tracts of land, who, not unfrequently find the tax 
u|>ou iheir stock, which they are compelled to keep for the cultivation 
of the soil, greater than that upon the land itself. The nonresident 
feels nothing of this: — and the large landholder finds the discrtmi* 
nation in his favor, between the land and chatter tax so great as to 
leave him but little reason to complain of the burden. 

In any and all lights in which the subject can be viewed, it strikes 
me that no system will work perfect equality and justice to all parlies 
but the appraisement of all taxable property, at its real cash value* 
But one objection has been urged to it, and thai is scarcely entitled to 
consideration. It is the fact, that such a valuation will swell (he ag- 
gregate of the duplicate to a very large amount. This is answered 
in a single word, — the larger the aggregate of taxable property, the 
smaller will be the rate of taxation, necessary to produce a given 
amount of revenue. Jf five mills upon a valuation of one hundred and 
thirty millions, will- yield sufficient to support the government, a levy 
of one mill will do the same upon an ag(j;regate of six hundred and 
fifty millions. If this be noolvjeclion to the change — the inducements, 
on the other hand, are, the enhancement of the credit and character 
of the state, and what is, if possible, of greater moment, the dissemi- 
nation of justice and equality among those who are compelled to hear 
the burdens of government. The whole subject is most respectfully 
submiited to your calm and serious consideration.

The additions to the public debt during the year, hn to exceeded, 
somewhat, one and a half millions of dollars. This will be given to 
you in detail, in the report upon State Liabilities. 1 have no infor- 
mation from the Fund Board, of the anHMjnt required to pay the annu- 
al interest. I presume, however, it is not far from $950,000 00 
The public works, the school funds, and taxation, have 

yielded to this purpose, during the year, 663,349 79 

Leaving a deficit of- ^81,650 21 

It is apparent that the public revenues are not, and will not be suf- 
ficient for the payment of the interest, without the levy of an addi* 
tional tax. That of the past year was 2i milts If the tolls and 
revenues of the present year are to be taken as the criterion, it will 
require at least two mills more, to make up the deficiency. 

During the last month, a call was made upon me by the Fund Com 
missjoners, to advance them two hundred thousand dollars of the 
revenue of the current year, for the payment of the January interest. 
This, for the reason that I had no legal right or authority, and no 
power over the reven'ies, until officially paid into the treasury, as 
well as for other considerations, I declined to do. I am equally aiix* 
ious, with them, to preserve the faiih and credit of the state; but, 
even to do this, 1 felt unwilling to transgress the limits of my official 
power and duty. 

I am happy to report the fact, that not a single defalcation has oc- 
curred, during the year, in the cai.al department. The collectors 
have all drscharged the duties devolved upon theiti by law, so Inr as 
they are connected with this office, in the most prompt and efficient 
manner. The accounts of the collectors at Toledo, Maumee City, and 
Defmnce, on the Wabash and Erie canal, are uusetiled; but the funds 
received by them have, by an arrangement of the Fund Commission- 
ers, been absorbed by the checks of the resident engineer, for super* 
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intendenoe and repairs. The mere form of a settlement is all that is 
necessary to dose ihem. 

In the case of John S. Johnson, late collector at Mas^illon, but little 
progress has been made beyond the judgment* As [ had reason to 
believe that property had been passed out of the hands of the defviod- 
ant, and his securilieSf with a view to evade the collection of this 
claixn, I caused two bills in chancery to be filed, upon which proceed- 
ings are still pending. In the mean time, 1 have been served with 
notices in bankruptcy, by the principal and one of the securities. I 
am not able to speak, at present, of the probabilities or possibilities of 
collecting any portion of this defalcdiion- The amount now exceeds 
ten thousand dollars. 

In the casp of Wilson Baker, late collector at Cireleviile^ Tissued a 
warrant to the sheriffof Pickaway county, aodjr the act of last win- 
ter, requiring him to make the amount due. This was enjoined by a 
prooeeding on the chancery side of the court of common pleas of that 
county; and. as strong doubts existed in the mind of my attorney, as 
to my ability to sustain the warrant, t instructed him to abandon it, 
and commence proceedings at law. At the judgment term, in Octo- 
ber,, it was found to be extremely doubtful whether the amount could 
be collected upon the bond; and, an arrangement was. entered into, 
by which Mr. Baker, in conjunction with a responsible gentleman, 
gave ajoint note^ payable in ninety days, with a mortgage upon real 
estate, as collateral security. It is the understanding of all the par- 
ties, that this note is to be collected by due course of law. The claim 
is at present considered as secure, and will be collected as soon as 
practicable. The amount is near $3,000. 

In the case of L. P. Buckley, l^ie collector at Akron^a peculiar 
state of facts was presented to this department, to justify the defalca- 
tion. It was averred by Mr. Buckley, chat ha had sent the amount to 
the WQosier bank) where the state treasurer had instructed him to 
deposit; and that on the way, his messenger was attacked by Ui|£h- 
way mei , and robbed of the whole sum. From an investigation, which 
T caused to he instituted at the time, I was strongly inclined to doubt 
the truth of this story. 1 therefore caused suit to be instituted on the 
bond, and the same state of case was sei forth, by the principai de- 
fendant, in his plea. AUhough my legal adviser felt a perfect confi- 
dence that the plea would nut be held sufficient, I yei thought it 
advisable to waive that as a primary question, and go to trial on the 
facts. 1 was prompted to this by two.consideraiions: first, if the fact 
of a robbery could be proven, beyond Axx)ntroversy, it would be un- 
just to r^'quire the collector, aid his securiii(;s, to pay the amount. 
SSecondly, if a judgment should be rendered for the s fate, upon the 
insuHiciency of the defende, there would be an end to any Judicial in- 
vestigation of the facts, and the result would present ctt least njuptma 
facie case of a clann for relier,at the hands of the General Assembly. 
A trial was aocrrdingty had, in which the .whole of the facts were 
most carefully »nd patiently in vest i gated, and a jiidgnient obtained 
for the amouut of the defaicat.odi wiik interest and cof^U. An execu- 
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tion was ordered at the fall term, bat the money hae not yet bfien 
made. I'' he judgment is good; the amount a little rising four ihou- 
sand dollars. 

. By the act of March last, the oollcctora were required lo make their 
depcniiis and returns to this Jefiartmctit, weekly, instead of monthly* 
Two considerations induced to this change of policy in the law. The 
first, and, atthat tiaie, most important one was, that it would givo to 
the Fund CommiasionerSf to be used in the payment of the July inter- 
eat <, at least one half of the tolls collected in the month of June. The 
other, that, by lessening the amount aci^umulating in the hands of the 
collectors, it would remove the inducements to using the funds, and 
thereby tend to prevent defalcations. There is no disposition now* 
as there never has been, to avoid any labor that may bo i brown upon 
this department; and« though the change increases the labor of keep- 
in 12; the canal accounts fourfold, it is not for that reason considered 
objectionable. It is still a favorite policy of another department of 
the ata'e ; and for this, as well as the imputation which might possibly 
foWow, I feel much delicacy in speaking upon the subject. Like all 
other changes in the rever.ue laws, it is entitled to be considered as 
an experiiitent; and as such, it is for you, when made acquainted 
with its results, to continue or abolish it, as your wisdom may direct. 
The change was nriade from the old to the new system on the first 
day of April, and has been continued up to the close of navigation. 
The additional expense incurred under it^ during that time, for extra 
services and expenditures in making deposits, for postage, d&c, is not 
&r from one thousand dollars; of which, at least, one hundred and 
sixty dollars has gone to swell my own postage account, payable from 
my contingent fund. Are the advantages arising from the change, 
stu;h as to cocripensate for the additional labor and expen^et So far 
as the first is concerned, it will be amply secured by such a modifica- 
tion of the presjent law as will require the weekly de|H>sits in tho 
month of June. For the second, it is based upon very sound reason- 
ing; and receives something of confirmation, from the fact before men- 
tionedj thai during the past year no defalcations have occurred. All 
revenue laws imply a doubt of the integrity of thoso intrusted with 
their administration, for all provide penalties and forfeitures for sins 
of omission or commission. The question now is, whether those are 
best which farthest remove the temptations to abuse of public trust, 
or those which provide the most summary remedy when that trust has 
been abused. So far as the evidence of the past year is concerned, I 
am strongly inclined to the more charitable supposition, that the 
punctuality of the collectors is more to be attributed to the honesty 
and integrity of the oflicers themselves, than any other cause. It will 
be recollecte'i that the Uw of .1832 provided a very summary rrode 
of reiiching a collrcior, (as well as his securities,) who might be in de- 
fault, by authorising the audior, at the end of thirty days after a de^ 
falcation occurred, to issue his warrant to the sheriff of the coupty, 
commanding h'im, within sixty days thereaftor, to make and return 
the money. Th>s enactioient was repealed at the aeasion of 1839**40. 
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During lis existence, trat a single defaleation occurred, and that 
prom |>tty met upon the issue of the warrant. Immediately after its 
repeal the defalcations commenced, and before its re-enaetnneiit, last 
winter, they amounted to nearly twenty thousand dollars. To- this re- 
peal, of a salutary enactment^ in my own opinion, ardour defalcations 
attributable; and I am still rnoiined to think it amply sufficient to -pre- 
Yent the improper use of public funds, or to promptly restore them 
^hen the trust has been abused. Prom these oonside rations, I res- 
pectfully suggest, whether it is notejcpedientto so modify the present 
law as to Conine the weekly deposits to the motrth ofJane, and there- 
in avoid the expense it incurs, without impairing the safeguards of 
the revenue. 

The payments upon the public works, during the year, haveheen 
made almost exclusively ijn state bonds, issued under Jhe act of March 
last. Of these, there- has beep issued upon the faith iTod credit of the

These bonds have been, during the seasony^ at adiscount of from thir- 
ty to fifty percent. The interest due on them was promptly paid oo 
the first of November. - 

The Board of Public Works will give you an accurate state- 
ment of ihe amount BOW due to contractors on. the works pf the State; 
I am informed, uopfficially, that it is in the vicmlty of ei|2^t hundred 
thousajid dollars. The ab^tute necessity of making some provision 
for this class of public, creditors, as well in justlice to them, as to the 
faith and credit of the St&te^ will commend this subject to your earty 
and serious oonsidenition. Having beeo^ during the seaaon, upon the 
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line of one of the public works most affected by the inability of the 
State to meet her engagemenl8, I have witnessed, for myself, an 
amouQt of suffering and eniba'rrassroent of whicli I had betbre formed 
little or no conception. It has not been, nor is it scarcely possible for 
it to be, exaggerated. Bound as the State is, by the voluntary pledge 
of her faiih, in the act of March last, not to make further sales of for- 
eign stocks, her authorities will • be compelled to look to home re- 
sources; and the manner of developing these to the best advantage, is 
safely reposed in yoar wisdom and discretion. A further reliance 
upoQ the domestic bonds, may be set down among the things that are 
impracticable. Even if. it were otherwise, and the necessities of con-. 
tractors should force them to their acceptance, is it not an evidence of 
injustice, and bad faith on the part of the State, to compel them lo sub- 
mit to the heavy sacrifices which they must inevitably make, in order 
to meet the demands of their daily laborers upon them? If any possible 
mode can be suggested of realizing money to meet these liabilities, 
the sacrifice should, in equity, be assumed by the State, and not be 
forced upon a class of creditors least able to bear it. 

The heavy sacrifices that have already been made, on the part of 
the State of Ohio, to maintain her faith with the holders of her stock, 
have not given to, and maintained for her, that character and credit 
to which she is entitled. This, however, does not weaken, in any- 
wise, the obligation; and should not induce to any act by which that 
faith and credit may be compromised. There is much due to the pres- 
ent holders of our stocks, and by no act should their value be wantonly 
impaired. Upon oujt part, we have thus far punctually paid the in- 
terest, and have given a guarantee that no further amount of foreign 
stocks shall be issued or sold. It can hardly be expected, however, 
that our faith, or our sympathies, should end with this class of our 
creditors. We have others whose capital has beeix invested in our 
improvements — whose labor has constructed our public works; and 
when we turn to these the helping haod of our own resources, upon 
such terms as may be deemed just and proper, in order to command 
them, we are not, surely, to be met, in the face of the fulfilment of all 
our obligations, and the pledge, which in the present crisis, is deemed 
most essential to the credit of State stocks, with the imputation 
of bad faith to our foreign stockholders. From no idle or wicked 
prejudice should they be injured; upon no false principle of public 
honor should they claim favoritism to the injury of others. 

I shall be pardoned, I trust, for one further suggestion upon this 
point. It is, that the subject of appropriations for this branch of the 
public service, and the consideration of ways and means, is always 
postponed to too late a period in the session of the General Assembly. 
Hasty action is by no means advisable, yet continued procrastina* 
tioQ rather adds to evil, than affords a remedy* For successive years 
has this most difficult and embarrassing subject been left to the last 
days of the session; a period most unpropitious to the calm considera- 
tion and deliberate action which it requires* 

5-— Aim. BSP« 
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The Wabash and Erie Canal, I am informed, is now completed, and 
with the opening of navigation in the spring, will be ready for use. 
The short time, during the past season, that isolated portions of it 
have been in use, does not afford a fair criterion of the revenues which 
it will probably yield. There is now in an unfinished state, the 
Miami Extension, and the Hocking canals. In the former of these, 
there is a very heavy investment, which is now, and must, until the 
completion of the work, remain unproductive. It is hard to conceive 
how, in the present embarrassed condition of theState, it is practica- 
ble to finish this work; and yet every consideration of public interest 
points to that end, if its accomplishment be within the range of possi- 
bility. The expenditure upon it, including the domestic bonds, and 
the liabilities of the Slate to contractors, is about two and a half mil- 
lions of dollars. The interest upon this, amounting to one huildred 
and fifty thousand dollars, must remain a continual draft upon the pub- 
lic funds, without any accruing revenue from the investment to meet 
it. 

The tolls upon the Hocking Canal are much less the present sea- 
son than was anticipated. This is accounted for upon two grounds: 
first, that the work is not yet completed to the coal and salt regions, 
and, secondly, that the present policy of the State in relation to tolls, 
prevents the free competition of the latter article with New York 
salt, which must consequently diminish the transportation. I have 
given this subject some attention, and am satisfied that, in a fioancial 
point of view atone, the laws, and the action of the authorities who 
have the matter in charge, require some change. During the past 
year, the New York manufacturers have been delivering salt at Cleve- 
land, and other ports in Ohio, on the Lake, at one dollar per barrel. 
No process of calculation of which I am master, can make this a sav- 
ing business to them, much less give them a profit. Still it is done;-- 
and no other or better reason can be assigned for it, than a determi- 
nation, by means of the immense capital they have invested, to break 
down the western manufactories, and secure a monopoly of the trade. 
The toll on salt from Cleveland is one cent per mile on one thousand 
pounds, for the first one hundred mites, and one half cent per mile for 
the second hundred. This brings it to Carroll, the junction of the 
Hocking Canal, after which it passes free. By an arrangement be- 
tween the authorities of this State and New York, a drawback of 25 
cents on the barrel is allowed by Ohio, upon all salt that is reshipped 
from Portsmouth; and the same drawback is allowed by New York 
on all that is shipped to the same point, or to Columbus. In order to 
render this latter available, all the salt for the pomts adjacent to the 
junction of the Colunfbus feeder, is shipped to this city, receives the 
drawback, and goes on to its place of destination. 

The toll upon salt on the Hocking Canal, is five mills per mile 
on one thousand pounds, for the first fifty miles, and two and a half 
milts for the second fifty; but, by an order of the Board of Public 
Works, all transportation on this canal is forced to undergo, in namef 
two shipments— one at its starting point, and another at the junction 
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with the Ohio canal. The result of all this is, that otie- thousand 
pounds of salt passes from Cleveland to Portsmouth for one dollar and 
fifty cents, which, estimating a barrel to contain 300 pounds, is about 
46 cents per barrel. Deduct from this the drawback paid by the 
State of Ohio, which is ItoerUy Jive cenU^ and it leaves the toll on a 
barrel of New York salt from Cleveland to Portsmouth, & distance of 
309 miles, 21 cents. The toll upon pne thousand pounds of salt from 
Nelson vilie, on the Hocking Canal, to Portsmouth, is eighty 6ve cents 
seven mills, which, by the same ciftculaiion, makes the toll on a bar- 
rel of Ohio salt, a distance of 152 miles, about 26 cents, being five 
cents more than the toll on a barrel of New York salt for double the 
distance. 

Our manufacturers do not seek, nor would it be just to the consumer 
of the article to give them such advantage, or protection, as would en- 
able them to prevent competition and monopolize the market. There 
is a medium, however, which will promote the interests of both, as 
well as advance the policy of the State. We have constructed, at a 
heavy expense, a canal down the valley of the. Hocking, in order to 
develnpe its resources, and make them available, as well for purposes 
of revenue as the benefit of the community. These resources con- 
sist almost exclusively of salt and coal; and yet, if the present policy 
of requiring a nominal reshipmentat the junction, thereby cutting off 
the benefit of distance, and increasing the cost of transportation, be 
continued, the community wiH be but little benefitted by the invest- 
ment, and the State deprived of the revenues which were anticipated 
when the work was undertaken* The coal, in which the valley 
abouqds, from Nelsonville to Athens, can be bad at the mines for 
about two cents per bushel. Under the present rates of toll and trans- 
portation, it yields but a moderate profit when sold in this city at 
eleven rents. At this price, the advantage and economy of it as an 
article of fuel, are not sufficient to bring it into use; and I am inform- 
ed that, at the close of navigation this fall, the quantity on hand by 
those who deal in the article, did not exceed three thousand bushels, 
which was held at twelve and a half cents. The canals are amply 
sufficient to sustain any anrK>unt of transportation, whilst the interests 
of the State and the community are identical in its encouragement. 
The Ohio salt has already acquired a high reputation in the market. 
It does not require to be protected; but if the State will withhold the 
protection, which, by her drawbacks, and consequent low rates of toll, 
is extended to the productions o( other States, our own manufactures 
will be enabled to enter itito full and fair competition; their ability 
and usefulness will be promoted and extended, and the revenues of 
the State will undoubtedly be increased. 

In a former part ol this report I have suggested the propriety of 
a revision of our revenue laws. In no branch of the public service 
is such revision and modification of the laws so much required, as in 
the system by which our public works are controled and regulated. 
The Board of Public Works has been annually reduced, until it 
embraces but three members, whose time and servioesare almost con- 
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stantly required upon the various lines they have in charge. The 
Fund Commissioners have an almost absolute control of the revenuesi 
and have no connection with any of the other departments, or the 
works from which those revenues are derived. From their nunaber 
and extent, as well as their connection with the revenues, our public 
works now constitute the most important branch of the public service, 
and in their management require continued care and attention. From 
the examination I have bestowed upon this subject, 1 am disposed to 
consider the New York system aslhe best, in its practical operations, 
that has been devised; and in this opinion I understand the fioard of 
Public Works to concur. As the New York laws, embracing this 
system, are all in the Library within your reach, I do not deem it ne- 
cessary to present its details. The subject is respectfully commended 
to your consideration. 

Much difficulty and litigation has arisen during the year, from the 
laws regulating turnpike companies, in which the State is a stock- 
holder; but I do not know that legislation will remedy the evil. 
Among the items of the canal fund, you will find, a list of those com* 
panies that have, during the year, paid the dividends accruing on the 
State stock. On the part of several other companies, the laws regu- 
lating the toll funds have been entirely disregarded, and they have 
even refused to report the collections, or the uses to which they have 
been applied. In others, again, the funds have all been used in the 
payment of the company debts, and the law which reserves the Staters 
proportion to the interest funr*, is set at defiance. Unable to procure 
full reports of all these transactions, I availed myself of some leisure 
time, during the investigation of the Little Miami Railroad Company, 
and inspected the books and condition of most of the roads in the south 
western part of the State. I found the Ohio Turnpike; the Batavia 
Turnpike and Miami Bridge Company; the Cincinnati and Hamilton; 
the Hamilton, Kossvilie, Darrtown, Oxford and Fairhaven; the Ham- 
ilton, Springfield and Carthage; and the Coleram, Oxford and Brook- 
ville, ail involved in heavv debts and embarrassments. In the first 
instance, I cannot divest my mind of the impression that there has 
been gross mismanagement. The debt of the company is thirty 
eight thousand dollars, and to pay It, there is due on individual sub- 
scription five thousand, and from the Stale seven thousand collars. 
The tolls have all been used upon the debts— the gates have been sold 
and resold — and, final!}', the company has executed a deed of trust of 
the whole work to one of the stockholders. There are 28 miles of tbe 
road completed, from the Union Bridge, in Hamilton county, to Bethel, 
in Clermont county; and the whole concern is little else than a total 
wreck. In the other cases, the debts of tho company are heavy, but 
they all bear some proportion to the means. 

These examinations were made during the month of April, and at 
tBat time the amount of toll funds belonging to the Slate, which had 
been applied to the payment of debts, was rising twenty one thousand 
dollars. In the case of one of the companies, (the Batavia Turnpike 
and Miami Bridge Company,} a suit was pending, on the chancery 
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side of the Superior Court of tfamiltoa county^ ia which the question 
of recovery on the part of the State oould be readily tested. I em- 
ployed counsel, and raised the point to the Court. In the decree, the 
right of the State to the funds is admitted; but as the company held 
drafts of the State for payments of stock, the receiver was directed to 
apply the tolls belonging to the State to the payment of the eompany^s 
debts, and credit the same upon the drafts. Another company has 
since availed itself of this decision, and returned a draft, for divi- 
dends, protested; tendering, at the same lime, the drafts of the State 
as an offset. If this rule be generally adopted, and there is now no 
reason to doubt that such will be the case, it will effectually cut off 
the largest portion of this branch of revenue, for a majority, of the 
connpanies reporting dividends are the holders of State drafts. 

During the extra session of the General Assembly, in July, a meas- 
ure of comparative relief to these companies was adopted, in the form 
of an act authorizing the Auditor of State to take up the State drafts, 
'where they exceeded, in amount, one thousand dollars, and issue ^^ex- 
change warrants'^ instead, in sums of not less than five hundred dollars. 
As the officers of several of the companies were in the city at the 
time, several drafts were taken up, and exchange warrants issued imme- 
diately upon the passage of the ]aw,-a statement of which will be found 
in another part of this report. The act, although it passed both 
branches, unfortunately remained unsigned at the time of the disrup- 
tion of the General Assembly, and, consequently, failed to become a 
law. 

The inability of the State to meet her engagements has afibcted the 
contractors and laborers on the^ turnpike roads, equally with those 
upon the other public works. In most instances, the companies have, 
continued to raise means, or.cteate debts, and push their works for- 
ward to completion. These debts are daily becoming a heavy incum- 
brance upon them, and unless relief be early extended, in the pay* 
roeot of the State stock, many of them will be involved in almost ru- 
inous embarrassments. - ^Whether any nneasures caa be adopted, at 
the present time, to relieve them, as well as the other, and perhaps 
prior, liabilities of the State, is submitted to your better judgment.
